Reports from Hongkong. 

Hongkong, China, January 7, 1901. 
Sir : I have the honor to transmit herewith the report of inspection 
work at this station for the week ended January 5, 1901. Four hundred 
and seventy individuals were bathed ; 607 pieces of baggage were disin- 
fected by steam and 2,666 pounds of human hair were disinfected during 
the week. This hair is being prepared for shipment to New York and 
will be accompanied by a certificate of disinfection. Two cases of plague 
were reported during the week, both resulting in death. No other 
quarantinable disease exists at present in the colony. Eight vessels 
were inspected.

Sir : I have the honor to transmit herewith the report of inspection 
work at this station for the week ended January 12, 1901, also, under 
same cover an abstract of the mortality statistics of the colony of Hong- 
kong during the month of December, 1900. Six hundred and eighty- 
six individuals were bathed, their body clothing and 782 pieces of 
baggage were disinfected by steam during the week. One case of plague 
which resulted fatally, and 1 case of smallpox were reported to the 
sanitary board during the week. The case of smallpox was imported 
into the colony. Twelve vessels were inspected.
